Ata numerous Meeting of the inhabitants 
of St. Albans, (Vt.) duly warned and hol- 
den, May 21st, 1808, for the purpose of 
adopiing such measures as should be 
thought proper relative to the act of Con+ 
gress of the 12th of March last, prohib« 
iting all commercial intercourse between 
the Citizens of the United States, and the 
adjacent territories of foreign powers ; 
and also, relative tothe President’s Proc- 


Jamation of the 19th of April last, res- 


pecting combinations and insurrections on 
Lake Champlain, andthe Country there- 
to adjacent ; Silas Hathaway, Esq. being 
chosen Moderator : 

Resolved, That a respectful Memorial be 


transmitted to the President of the Uni- 


ted States, expressive of the sentiments 

of this Meeting on the abovesubjects. 

Resolved, That Asa Fuller, Abner Morton, 
and Anthony Rhodes, be a Committee 
for that purpose. 

The Meeting then adjourned for a short 
time, which being again opened, the 
Committee appointed for that purpose, 
made the following 

REPORT, 

Jo THOMAS JEFFERSON, Z£sg. Presi- 

dent of the Uniied States. 

A Memorial of the inhabitants of the town of St. 

Albans. 

TO investigate, ina becoming manner, 
the measures of Government, and with re- 
publican frankness, to ask redress of griev- 
ances, are privileges guaranteed by or 
happy Constitution, “and of which, we, is 
Freemecn, cannot be deprived. Animiuted 
with these sentiments, and with ardent 
wishes for the honor, prosperity and hap- 
piness of their country, your memorialists, 
inhabitants of the town of St. Albans, in 
the north-western. district of Vermont, 
ber leave, respectfully, to represent :— 
That in an agricultural State like this, that 
part of their productions, which the inhab- 
itants do not want for their own consump. 
tion, is generaily rendered valuable, only by 
the commerce of the marvtime ‘states— 
Tirat u people, situated as your memorial- 
ISts, at sO ureat a Clstance from the Atlan- 
tic seaports, must, at all times. experience 
Meahy and great commerciabdisadvamaces 
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difficulties, incident to their local situation, 
your memarvialists, and their fellow citizens 
of this district have depended alone on 
their agricultural pursuits, on the manufac- 
ture of pot and pearl-ashes, and the timber 
of their forests—That by the persevering 
toil and unceasing labor of hardy, indepen- 
dent freemen, the gloomy wilderness 
which but recently covered this part of the 
State, and which but afew years since was 
occupied only by the savage and the brute, 
had given place to agricultural enterprize ; 
and the face of the country, from the Lakes 
and Rivers tothe heights of the Green 
Mountain, exhibited the plentiful fruits of 
industry, from which the cultivators of the 
soil began toenjoy the good of their la- 
bor. 

That after the act of Congress of the 22d 
of Dec. last, laying a general Embargo on 
the commerce and shipping of the United 
States, the inhabitants of this District,no lon- 
ger finding, in the’ maratime states, a prof- 
itable market for their articles of exporta- 
tion, turned their attention to Canada, as a 
commercial intercourse with that place affor- 
ded them the only prospect of exchanging 


their surplus productions, for many of the 


 @onveniences,and even necessaries of life — 


. 


; * “Ehat in the midst of their exertions to real- 


ize the advantages which they promised 
themselves from this trade, they were un- 
expectedly arrested by another act of con- 
gress of the 12thof March last, prohibiting 
all commercial intercourse by water oF 
land, between the citizens of the United 
States, and the adjacent territories of fo- 
reign powers. That, from alaudable deter- 
minativn to provide, as far as in their pow- 
cr, against disastrous events, they had em- 
ployed a great proportion of their proper- 
ty in this trade with Canada. That now, 
cut off from the only market that could re- 
ward their enterprising labours, and from 
all the prospects arising from this commer- 
cial intercourse, Iet it not be imputed to 
them as acrime, if in this hour of adver- 
sity, they have indulged. that anxiety, des- 
pondency and fear, which are inseparable 
from their unhappy. situation. That the 
complicated cifficulties under which they 
labor, have justly awakened in them, a de- 
liberate and manly enquiry into the wisdom 
and policy ef the restrictions, by which 
those difficulties are occasioned ; and, that 
they have. with freedom, exercised that 
watchful jealousy, which is ever charatter- 
istic of real republicans. 

But after on impartial investigation of the 
subject, so far as they are capable, your 
memorialists cannot conceive how the ob- 
yect ofthe general Embargo, which was 


_ the protection of our “vessels, our seamen 


wnd merchandize on the high seas,” can be 
any way connected with the provisions of 
the law of march 123; nor how our “ves- 
scis, our scamen, and merchandize on the 
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hizh seas,” can be exposed to any dan vers 
from the belligerent powers of Lusope, ia 
conseyucnce ol a commercial iatercourse, 
either by land ‘or water, between the ciii- 
zens of Vermont and Lower Canada, and 
other places in like situations ; nor can they 
be taught, that a law which forbids the ex- 
chanye of such commodities as they do not 
want, for the conveniences and necessaries 
of life, and especially for the sinews of war, 
che gold and sifver of that nation, whose in- 
jury, it seems, is contemplated by such law, 
can in any fossidle degree, tend to the wel- 
fare ofthe Union. 

That however unequal and oppressive the 
operation of this last act may have been, on 
your memorialists, and the inhabitants of 
this district generally, yet still they retain a 
becoming confidence in the measures of ad- 
ministration ; neither harboring, nor exci- 
ting a spirit of improper disquietude. And 
your Memorialists feel it a duty, which they 
owe to themselves, and to the good people 
of this District, to declare on this occasion, 
that in no part of the Union, do the citizens 
entertain more just and noble sentiments of 
civil liberty ; a more ardent and undeviating 
attachment to the true principles of Repub- 
lican government, or a. greater veneration 
for the majesty of the laws ; that therefore, 
however grievous maybe the burdens un- 
der which they labor, still they are mind- 
ful of their duty as citizens. 
whatever solicitude they may regard their 
property, the hard earnings of their indus- 
try and labor, and with whatever sensibility 
they may feel its depreciation or its des- 
truction ; yet, to them, the merited appel- 
lation of TRUE and FAITHFOL CITT- 
ZENS, is far more valuable, more dear and 
sacred. ‘That therefore, with rw and un- 
sftcakable astonishment, have they read the 
President’s Proclamation of the 19th of A- 
pril last ; by which he appears to have con- 
sidered the inhabitants of this district, as in 
a State of insurrection and rebellion against 
the laws of the Union! Your memorialists 
positively and unequivocally declare, that, 
in their opinion, the conduct of the citizens’ 
of this district had furnished NO cause for 
such Proclamation ; and that the same must 
have been issued in consequence of errone- 
ous and unfounded representations, made, 
and transmitted, to the Executive Depart- 
ment of the United States, by some evil 
minded persons. That if individuals, find- 
ing themselves and their families, on the 
verge of ruin and wretchedness, have at- 
tempted to evade the embargo restrictions, 
and have actually accomplished their pur- 
pose, this could never furnish a just cause 
for prockiming to the world, that insurrec- 
tion and rebellion were chargeable on the 
good people of this District ; and with con- 
filence, your Memorialists declare their be- 
licf. that nothing more than this had ta- 
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Your Memorialists further state —'T hat 
 u people who stwnd cs a FRONT 
GUARD bewreen thelr country and a 
foreign t.ingdem, betwecn the ‘heritage of 
freemm and the tenitory ofa monaich, 
the unmerited imputation ef inswrecticn 
and rebellion, is, ot all things, the mest de- 
yrading, the most insuppertable ;—espe- 
cially when it is considered, that Curing the 
revolutionary sttugglies with Great-Britain, 
and on all Occasions since, when called on | 
by the Government, the Green Meunsain 
Loys bave manifested an alacrity of spirit, 
anda promptitude of exertion, that justly 
and incontestibly characterize them as the 
true supporters of government and law. 

In fine, since Congress have confided to 
the wisdom and prudence of the Executive 
bf the United States, a discretionary power 
to remove thé resuictions of which your 
Merjorialists complain, they present to 

m their ardent request, that the epere- 

fon of the aforementioned iaw of March 12, 
inay be immediately discontinued, pursuant 
to the powerin Him reposed. And your 
Memorialists, asin duty bound will ever 


pray.

President.—Congress cen’thcipit. The

Vice-President —ihen the republican 
party will be ruined.

merce, which a majority of Congress cannot re- 
peal against the consent cf the president, was nor, 
it is believed contemplated by the framers of the 
Constitution; and the adoption of this mearure 
with a view to coerce foreign nations, is, in cur es- 
timation, a novel and dangerous experiment, which 
discourages industry by destroying its reward, dis- 
turbs the natural relations of the citizens, is equal-

Battimore, May 27. 

“ Arrived last evening, Spanish schr. 
Salvadore, 12 days from Havanna, passen- 
gers, Capt. Chalmers, who went out super 
cargo of the schr. Lovely Lucy, Knowles, 
bound from this fort to Savannah. Capt.C. 
informs, that the 22d of April, off Cape 
Romain, they were captured by the French 
privatcer schr. Superior, who put a prize 


master aud 8 men on board, and ordered. 


her to Samana. They immediately order- 


ed all the crew below—threateniag to put: 
us all inironsif we did not remain there., 


On the evening of the same day expericn- 
ced a very severe gale from the westward ; 
the Frenchmen lowered all sail and atté mpt- 
ed to scud her under bare poles, but through 
the ignorance or mismanagement of the 


one atthe helm, she broached Ww, capsis-) 


ed and filled ; they then cut away-the masts; 
and she righted, but neglecting to free them 
from the shrouds before cutting, she thump- 
ed several holes through her sides. The 
gale continuing. with increased. violence, in 


that situation she remained three days; . 


when the decks burst asunder. 


Capt. Chaimers, Mr. William Campbell | 


{a passenger) and 3 negro sailors, were 
fortunate enough to get on the part of the 
deck that floated ; the others were alfdrown- 
ed. ‘They remained on that part of the 
deck four days, et the mercy of the waves, 
without provisions or water. On the 28th 
onc of the negroes dicd, partof whose body 
they eat. On the 29ih they were provi- 
dentiallv. picked up by the brig Nancies 
fiom Norfolk bound to Havanna. Mr. 
Campbeil died on board the biie the eve- 
ming uf the day they were picked up,” 
After this atirccious act of piracy and murder, 
‘after this outrage upon our sovereignty asa nation, 
the Frenchman fearlessly pursyed his original desti- 
aation, sailed up the Delaware, and entered the 
port of Philadelphia, where he refitied bis priva- 
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being one in whom thé Pres‘dert has + confidence, 
and ob'ained not inercly a clearance, but the fol- 
lowing permit: —

|, * The ship Roborcous, Hall, sailed from 
Hialtimore the. 17th ult..bound to Mew-Or- 
fians with Dry Goods and Wine. On the 
2c inst. off the Berry islands, was boarded 
by a Providence, privateer and. treated po- 
litely. ‘Phe 3d on the Bahama Banks, 
spoke the brig Polly, Witham, ten days 
from Charleston for Havanna. The 4th 
lying at anchor, was boarded by two French 
privatecrs, La Gulivier, capt. Jolly, and the 
Krutus, capt Dominique who teok posses- 
sion of the ship, because as they pretended, 
she had English manufactured goods on 
board, aud had been boarded by an English 
privatcer.--The Polly was takem in posses- 
sion, und detained about 24 hours; after 
plundering berof every thing they thought 
of any value, and taking five or six n¢groes 
out of her, they suffered her to proceed on

privateers came oh board the ship, with a- 
bout 49 men, and broke open the hatches, 
and ‘took all the weeds ont of her, whieh 
(hey put on board of the privateers.— The 
sue day tuey took the mates and seamefi 
out, and lef. on .board a prize master, piict 
and sixtcen men, and ordered her for a port 
in the island of Cuba, where they arrived 
on the 8th, at an uninhabited place ; they 
informed them, the nearest town was. about 
15 miles off, which they, ca ied St. Juan; 
After this they stripped her of all her best - 
rigging. the whole of the cabin stoves, and 
the ships papers, and told the captain, he 
might go where he pleased.

Farmers of Columbia, 

I beg leave to call your serious at- 
tention to a subject whic: [ consider as 
hiygnly important and essential to your in- 
terests. ‘hat is, to a direct land tax, about 
to be laid to make good the immense defi- 
ciency of reventic, occasioned by the em- 
bargo, and which appears indispensably ne- 
cessary to meet the exigences of govern- 
ment. Our revente is derived exclusively 
from the exterior commerce of the coun- 
try, except a smail part received from the 
post-office establishment. The whole a- 
mounting to about sixteen millions of dol- 
lars annually. ‘This, as in all other coun- 
tries whose revenue is collected from im- 
ports of foreign commodities, is paid by the 
consumers, precisely in proportion to the 
quantity they consume; and in such small 
sums 4s not materially to afiect the purses 
of any.——By many itis never thought of. 
Notwithstanding the vast quantity of fo- 
reign articles consumed annually in the 
United States, from which such an im- 
mense revenue is derived, and_ paid in this 
sort of indirect wav that few if any .have 
been known to complain of excess of con- 
tribution towards the support of govern- 
ment. This mode, then, of raising a re- 
venue adequate to the ordinary demands of 
government, probably is the best that ever 
has or can be devised in a republican state. 
For it is evident that no one individual can 
be forced to pay more than what has been 
assessed upon the amount of his consump- 
tion. Hence it isin the power of every 
one to pay more or less, as his circumstan-; 


ces allow: This, then, is the most ikely 1} 


to give the greatest satisfaction to the peo- # 
ple ; because it is borne in the most equal 
manner. But what shall we say to our rue 
ters, when they come to lay a land tax, of 
other internal taxes, to discharge the cur- 
rent demands of government for the next 
year? No money now remains in the trea- 
sury of the United States unappropriated ; 
nor has any one of its. annual approprias 
tions been stopped in order to provide for 
any extraordinary exigences which may. 
be required in the course of another year, 
Quite the contrary, large sums have been 
appropriated during the last session of Con- 
gress, for building and equipping a mus- 
queto fleet of gun-boats, for raising a stand 
ing army, and for organizing and arming 
the militia, &c. 

Your accustomed channel of revenue be- 
ing entirely stopped by the embargo, what . 
source then have you left to meet the cur- 
rent or extraordinary demands of govern- | 
ment for the ensuing year? A land tax or 
forced loans become inevitable. They are 
already spoken of, and looked to as the pri- 
mary resources to which government will 
resort in a few ‘months for the immense

prospect of betier times. Our ships are 
now nearly ail in port ; and were they pers 
mitied to sail to-morrow, they could not 
return and pay their revenue in less time 
than twelve months—taking the aggregate 
voyages, estimating each at six month 
and six months credit for the duty. The 
‘embargo has begn on about six months 
and if no other duties can be collected from 
the shipping interest for twelve months to 
come—it leaves alink of 18 months alrea.

which is seen to produce about sixteen mil. 
lions—eighteen months then will amount 
to twenty-four millions dollars—a deficiens 
cy which must be supplied sooner or later, 
by a direct tax or forced loans.. It is truly 
a new system of legislation, to prevent war, 
by waging the worst of all wars, against 
ourselves. It is acknowledged by all part- 
ies, that our government have set up claims 
of the British which cannot be granted 
claims never acknowledged by that nation 
to any power upon earth—and it is not to 
be expected that she will readily rescind to 
us those laws and usages 6n which her 
dearest national compact rests.
